However, it takes three pints 
of blood to make one pint

plasma (more easily stored than 
whole blood) and the average a- 
mount of plasma given to save 
one soldier’s life is seven pints.

READING OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL LEVEL 
by MARJORIE ENGLEHART 
The character of the reading program changes at the junior 
high level. 
This change is not a revolutionary departure from the 
patten! followed in the lower and middle grades, but is rather, a 
transition based on that pattern. 
We continue to be concerned 
with satisfying and broadening children’s reading interests, im­ 
proving skills and abilities needed for interpretation, and setting 
into action a program that meets the needs of individual pupils. 
However, our approach to this program varies from that adopted 
for earlier training. 
Upon entering junior high school boys and girls are reading 
at many different skill and in

reading for reading’s sake. Fur­ 
thermore. classification as “slow,” 
“average,” and 
“fast” 
readers 
becomes mechanically impossible. 
Our reading program must be 
a flexible one. 
It must be one 
which presents opportunities 
to 
read for different purposes many 
types of materials at various lev­ 
els of difficulties. 
THE LOGICAL 
vehicle 
for 
such reading situation is our so­ 
cial studies program. 
The cor­ 
relation of the two fields proves 
valuable not only for improving 
reading skills, but for enriching 
children’s experiences, satisfying 
their interests, 
and 
stabilizing 
their personalities. 
Students re­ 
act positively to such a reading 
program because: 
1. They are reading In a pro­ 
gram they have helped to select 
and develop. 
Major social studies fields ore 
outlined to be covered b r each 
grade level. 
However, the ap­ 
proach and development of these 
are left to student-teacher plan­ 
ning. 
Even within the 
frame­ 
work set up b r the class, the 
individual enjoys limited free­ 
dom in his choice and prepara­ 
tion. 
It is highly improbable 
any two sections of the 
same 
class will attack the problem in 
a duplicate manner, or that any 
! two individuals within a group 
will produce more than 
com­ 
parable results. 
2. They are reading for a pur­ 
pose. 
Our social studies program is 
of a project nature. Books and 
magazines are read to be used in 
w ritten and oral reports, panel 
discussions, problem solving sit­ 
uations. plays, and the like. This 
approach inspires purposeful and 
meaningful results. 
3. They are reading materials 
which are new and challenging. 
Heretofore, 
the 
reading 
em­ 
phasis has been centered on sub­ 
jects relative to their immediate 
environments. 
At 
the 
junior 
high school reading level as cor­ 
related with social studies, more 
remote areas of interest are ap­ 
proached and the insatiable cur­ 
iosity of the adolescent minimiz­ 
es the need for a reading mo­ 
tivation program. 
THE UNDERTAKING of such 
a social studies-reading program 
calls for the development of new 
reading techniques. 
Pupils afe 
, not confined to reading from 
a 


j certain text, but employ many 
sources, which are taken from 
the central school library by the 
teacher coincident with each new 
| unit. 
The student has the per­ 
sonal responsibility 
for 
using 
these books in developing 
his 
work, with the guidance, rather 
than the direction of the teacher. 
This calls for repeated emphasis 
on the use of the dictionary, en­ 
cyclopedia. appendix, table 
of 
contents, and index, etc. 
In this connection pupils 
are 
also taught the value of para­ 
graph heading and information 
in parenthesis, bold type, fine 
| type, quotation marks. etc. 
Reading for content is empha­ 
sized and critical 
comparisons 
and analysis of information 
are 
developed. 
A not to bo neglected phase of 
the junior high reading program 
is the library and recreational 
reading phase. 
The accessibility 
of the library before and after 
school and during the 
library 
study periods does much to fos­ 
ter this program. 
Library read­ 


ing has a direct correlation with 
social studies and is used in this 
relation. 
It is also a part of the 
language 
arts 
program, 
with 
w ritten materials, i.e., biography, 
fiction, history, etc., in the in­ 
terest of present and future edu­ 
cation and enjoyment.

An authentic Italian spaghetti 
recipe, savory, easily prepared 
and a good filler, is shared this 
week by Mrs. Charles W. Payne 
of 709 S. Ioka ave., Mt. Pros­ 
pect. 
Mrs. Pavne received this recipe 
from an Italian family, and it is 
a favorite in her household. 
"Before inflation this 
dinner 
could be made for $125,” said 
Mrs. Payne. “It now costs about 
double that amount.” 
She has two methods of prep­ 
aration for the spaghetti sauce: 
one is to crumble the raw meat 
and cook it in the sauce; 
the 
other is to prepare little meat 
balls, brown them and add them 
to the sauce the last hour of its 
cooking time.

Income tax forms 
now in mails 


A card (Form ^-25) containing 
the name and address of each 
individual income taxpayer is 
being mailed to each taxpayer 
in the envelope containing the 
blank income tax return to be j 
used for the year 1951. All tax­ 
payers have been requested to 
attach this card to their com -! 
pleted 1951 income tax return; 
prior to filing the return. 
The card measures 7%” x 3%” 
and was prepared at the time 
that the taxpayer’s income tax 
return for the year 1950 was re­ 
ceived by this office. 
This card is known as a con­ 
trol card and should be attach­ 
ed to the completed income tax 
return for the year 1951 by each 
individual income taxpayer 
to 
whom the card was furnished. 
Individual income tax returns 
filed for the year 1951 that have 
this control card attached can 
be processed more quickly and 
at a lower cost than returns to 
which these control cards are 
not attached. 
FROM THE HOLES that have 
been punched into the cards, the 
names and addresses of the tax- j 
payers have been interpreted in -1 
to the printed names and ad­ 
dresses 
appearing 
thereon. 
These cards, if received with the 
individual income tax returns 
for the year 1951, can again be 
utilized mechanically in the p re-1 
paration 
of 
taxpayers’ 
index 
cards for the year 1951, thereby 
effecting an important saving 
in manpower which otherwise 
would be expended. 
The same type of control card 
is being sent together with form 
blanks for declarations of esti­ 
mated income tax for the year 
1952 to individual income tax­

for Classic, Derby 


The 1951 juvenile champions 
of two continents, Greentree Sta­ 
ble s T6m Fool and Gus Luell- 
witz’s Irish-bred Windy City II, 
are among the 196 nominees to 
the 1952 renewal of the $100,000 
Arlington Classic and the 194 
named to the $100,000 Washing­ 
ton Park American Derby. 
Tom Fool won all polls as 
king of the American two-year- 
olds last year, while Windy City 
II—sold by Ray Bell to Luell- 
witz for a reported $150,000 — 
won the same honors in England 
and Ireland before 
being 
im­ 
ported to the United States. 
Traditionally the top-level 3- 
year-old stakes of summer rac­ 
ing, the 1952 Classic and Ameri­ 
can Derby also will be the rich­ 
est sophomore races in the world 
next season.

A lot of well meaning but mis­ 
guided % sportsmen and bird lov­ 
ers waste considerable time and 
energy in their bird feeding ef­ 
forts during severe w inter wea­ 
ther. 
They collect miscellaneous 
assortments of scrap grain and 
spread it over the snow in places 
where it is accessible to the feed­ 
er but not to the birds. 
In or­ 
der to do any good the feed must 
be put where the birds are sure 
to find it. 
Sportsmen must work 
over­ 
time to keep the 
goodwill 
of 
farmers and many fanners are 
not too happy with efforts to feed I 
birds on their farms when the 
city feller brings sweepings from 
an elevator that contains huge I 
amounts of weed 
seeds. 
The 
farmer himself is the best bet 
for feeding birds on 
his 
own 
farm. 
He can and will usually j 
do it when it appears necessary. | 
He is not stopped 
by 
drifted 
roads as the man from town is. 
Feeding is usually onlv neces­ 
sary and practical 
when 
the 
weather is at its worst. 
SOME WELL informed sports­ 
men have adopted a simple but 
effective plan for feeding. 
Be­ 
fore the snow gets too deep they 
take a day off and drive spikes 
in fence posts near cover where 
birds and rabbits collect. 
On 
these spikes they ram an ear of 
corn picked up from a neighbor­ 
ing field. 
It is high enough to 
stay above the snow line but 
low enough for birds to reach. 
This automatic feeder is there 
long enough for the birds 
to 
learn about it and find food close 
to protective cover. 
Quail require artificial feed­ 
ing more than pheasants for thev 
have more difficulty in 
getting 
through snow and usually do not 
go far from 
cover. 
Pheasants 
will roam far and wide in search 
of feed and 
can 
dig 
down 
through considerable snow for 
an ear of corn. 
Probably 
the 
best food for cold weather feed­ 
ing is corn which provides an 
abundance of body heat. 
THE BEST efforts of all in­ 
terested 
in 
emergency feeding 
can be put into a 
permanent 
planting 
of 
Multiflora 
Rose 
which is always 
there 
when 
needed. 
It not * onlv 
provides 
good emergency food supplies al­ 
most equal in value to corn but 
also gives cover from bird kill­ 
ing weather.

Twenty Years Ago 


JANUARY 15, 1932 
Two men charged with rob­ 
bery of the Itasca State bank 
will go on trial. 
They took $4,- 
686 October 3, 1930. 
The management of the com­ 
munity dining Yoom in Arling­ 
ton Heights has been told that a 
well known milk association has 
put the ban on any more dona­ 
tions of milk by farmers to 
the 
relief work. 
One farm er had 24 
cans of milk he could not sell 
and had made the practice of 
giving the milk to help feed bad­ 
ly undernourished school chil­ 
dren and mothers of 
Arlington 
Heights. He was warned to stop 
such donations. He has to throw

Beat egg whites stiff and 
dry and fold into the first m ix­ 
ture when it has cooled slightly;

beef and pork 


future prices 


'‘Current prices of beef 
and 
pork at the consumer level 
are 
indicative of price relationships 
and trends in the live stock in­ 
dustry and have a direct bear­ 
ing upon the supply of meat a- 
vailable.” H. M. Conway, 
live 
stock m arket analyst, points out. 
“Meat from each 
species 
of 
live stock is an individual prod­ 
uct and as such competes on the 
consumer's table,” writes 
Mr. 
Conway. From an overall stand­ 
point the price of meat is de­ 
termined by (I) the value of the 
dollar, (2) per capita meat sup- 
pl, and (3) consumer demand. At 
this time there is much publicity 
with regard to the prevailing re­ 
lation betwen cattle and 
hog 
prices. 
* 
"IT SHOULD be 
recognized 
that pork production k normally 
about 10% greater than beef pro­ 
duction. 
This in itself would 
put hog prices on a relatively 
low basis as compared with cat­ 
tle. 
Also, the hog mduetry is 
at>]the peak of a marketing cycle, 
whereas cattle are being held 
for potentiallv increased 
beef 
production. 
'Dius the per capita 
supply of pork is relatively large 
as compared with the percapita 
supply of beef. 
“From a demand standpoint, 
however, the opposite situation 
prevails with regard to 
hogs. 
More consumeri are moving into 
income brackets that encourage 
consumption of more desirable 
product* such as more beef. The 
most significant loss of demand 
has been for lard and fat cuts of 
pork. 
This has 
been 
brought 
about by increased competition 
from vegetable fats 
and 
oils. 
Soap production has shifted ,to 
detergents and has become lea* 
a floor under the fat market. 
Salt pork consumption is down 
in the South. 
“AU these factors taken 
into 
consideration result in a 
rela­ 
tively low composite price for 
hog products which in turn 
is 
reflected in oorreapondingly low­ 
er live hog values. 
"IN T W CA SE of cattle and 
beef, the demand 
has 
shown 
greater improvement. Best breed­ 
ing herds of higher quality and 
increased grain 
finishing have 
produced a more desirable prod­ 
uct whereas any improvement in 
hogs has been primarily in the 
field of processing. 
“It might be pointed out that 
all live stock prices are highly 
inflated but with other factors 
held constant, inflation applies to 
hogs as much as to cattle. In­ 
flation is slightly more signifi­ 
cant in the case of stocker 
and 
feeder cattle. During a period of 
expansion and strong local de­ 
mand, the value of such cattle 
becomes relatively high as com­ 
pared with slaughter cattle. 
“This doe* not enter into most 
price comparisons but does have 
, considerable bearing on produc­ 
tion policies and feeding limita­ 
tions. 
In making price compari­ 
sons on a live animal basis, hogs 
are in a verv vulnerable posi­ 
tion. 
TTiev produce a product 
that normally involves consider­ 
able processing. 
'Dius. 
added 
I distribution costs are passed back 
to hog farmers in the form 
of 
lower live hog price*. That trend 
has been significant during the 
past few decades. 
So the price 
spread between the hog producer 
and pork consumer has been in­ 
creased greatly.”

Don’t be too quick to put 
blame for an abortion in 
dairy herd on an injury—it may 
be caused by disease. 
Dr. H. S. Bryan of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Vet­

Medicine, 
says 
brucel­ 
losis, 
vibriosis, 
trichomoniasis 
and leptospirosis are 
frequent 
causes of abortion 
"Too often abortion is blamed 
on cows being butted 
into 
a 
fence post or slipping on 
the 
ice,” Dr. Bryan say*. 
“Actually 
abortion seldom is caused by out­ 
side injury.” 
BRUCELLOSIS is 
th# 
most 
frequent and costly of the four 
diseases. 
It occurs in about 25 
per cent of Illinois’ dairy herds, 
causing decreased milk produc­ 
tion, abortion and sterility. Lep­ 
tospirosis. the most deadly of the 
diseases, may also kill the cow. 
Vibriosis 
and 
trichomoniasis 
frequently cause sterility and ab­ 
ortion. Trichomoniasis, caused by 
a tiny parasite, is usually cured 
by a 90-day breeding rest and 
proper medical care. 
Call your veterinarian as soon 
as abortions occur. 
Or take the 
calf and attached membrances to 
a diagnostic laboratory, 
where 
tests will be made to find which 
disease is causing the trouble. 
Then treatm ent and a 
disease 
control program can be started 
with the aid of your veterinar­ 
ian.

Your county court 
To most people a court is a I 
place where you find yourself if 
you a re in trouble. 
“He 
was 
hauled into court” is a common 
expression. 
This idea is 
only 
partly correct, and when applied 
to the county court it is even 
more fallacious.. While it is 
that lawsuits or many kinds can 
be commenced in 
the 
county 
court, the circuit court is more 
likely to be used as a trial court. 
But the countv court 
fills 
a 
unique and important spot in the 
administration of our local laws 
and government. 
As a result of 
legislation^ the county court is 
charged with a diversity of du­ 
ties, none of which necessarily 
involves conflicts or 
lawsuits. 
Here is a list of some of 
these 
responsibilities: 
1. Most drainage districts 
in 
Illinois are organized under 
the 
jurisdiction of the county court: 
petitions are received, hearings 
conducted 
and 
determinations 
made by the court. 
2. Wills are probated and es­ 
tates administered under the di­ 
rection of the county court. 
3. Guardians are appointed by 
and act under the scrutiny of the 
court. 
4. Proceedings for the collec­ 
tion of taxes and assessments 
are commenced in the 
county 
court. 
5. The county court may. 
on 
proper evidence, declare a per­ 
son incompetent and appoint 
conservator. 
One important adjunct of the 
court is the county clerk, 
in I abo,,* 
whose office are maintained pro­ 
bate. 
administration, 
drainage 
and tax records and many other 
records — birth, death, marriage 
—which the law requires to be 
kept. 
County judges, one must agree, 
need to be well informed not 
only about the law, but about 
many other matters 
as

More than 5,000 anim als rang­ 
ing from mice to horses were 
exam ined by the diagnostic labor­ 
atory of the U niversity of Illi­ 
nois College of V eterinary Medi­ 
cine from June 1950 
to 
June 
1951. 
In m aking this report. Dr. P. 
D. Beamer, w’ho heads the labor­ 
atory. says 
the 
exam inations 
were 
perform ed 
on 
chickens, 
swine, turkeys, cattle, sheep and 
26 other kinds of wild and do­ 
mestic animals. 
The diagnostic laboratory has 
tw o aims: 
to identify 
the 
dis^ 
eases occurring in Illinois’ domes­ 
tic anim als and wildlife and to 
use all the disease specimens for 
teaching veterinary students. 
In addition to the exam ination 
of the tissues of animals, the lab­ 
oratory exam ined 
nearly 80,000 
specimens, the m ajority of which 
were blood samples of turkeys, 
swine and cattle to be tested for 
di?°ase. 
Dr. Beam er says the specimens 
and anim als for exam ination are 
sent in from ow ners and veterin­ 
arians all over the state.

taxpayers, now that the Decem­ 
ber 31 deadline has passed for 
all l o c a l governments except 
townships and schools to estab­ 
lish tax rate limits for their var­ 
ious funds bv ordinance or reso­ 
lution as provided by the 
new 
Hodge-Downing 
tax 
limitation 
act. 
Many cities, villages and in­ 
corporated towns have taken ad­ 
vantage of the power given bv 
that new Act to raise the limit 
on their corporate fund tax rate 
bv 10%. 
The taxpayers in such 
municipalities still have the pow­ 
er. however, if they are not con­ 
vinced as to the need for 
the 
additional taxing power, to force 
a referendum on the proposed 
increase bv filing a petition on 
or before February 29 with 
the 
clerk of the municipality, signed 
by at least 5% of the voters 
or 
1000, whichever is the 
smaller 
number. 
If no such petition 
is 
filed, the higher rate becomes 
effective March I and will be re­ 
flected in tax bills raid in 1953. 
If a petition is filed, then 
the 
higher rate will not become ef­ 
fective unless approved by 
the 
voters at a referendum 
to 
be 
held on or before May 31. 
THE TAX RATE for the cor- 
i porate fund of cities, villages and 
I incorporated towns is the ONLY 
i rate 'th at can be legally incroas- 
ed at all under 
this 
Hodge- 
Downing Act without the con- 
| sent of a majority of those vot- 
I ing at a referendum. 
No city, 
I village or incorporated town can 
I legally increase the rate limit 
for any fund except the corpor- 
! ate fund without submitting the 
proposed increase at an election. 
! The corporate fund can’t be le­ 
gally increased bv more 
than 
10% without a referendum, whe­ 
ther a petition is filed or not. 
No other local government can 
legally increase the limit for anv 
fund, 
including 
its 
corporate 
fund, without an election. 
However, there’s a catch 
to 
this in the word “legally,” 
and 
taxpayers need to be on their 
toes this year to protect them ­ 
selv es against illegal votes. Sup­ 
pose a local government certifies 
tax rate limits to the county clerk 
I which in fact are higher than 
legally authorized by the limits- 
i tions in the new H<>dge-Downing 
Act. 
In most such cases, 
the 
county clerks will protect the 
taxpayers by reducing such rates 
to the proper limit. 
However, if 
a county clerk should refuse 
to 
reduce such rates, then the tax­ 
payers have the following alter­ 
natives: (I) persuade the local 
government officials to correct 
the rate limit by filing an 
a- 
mended ordinance or resolution 
with the county clerk; 
or (2) 
seek an injunction to restrain 
the county clerk from using the 
excessive rate in computing tax ­ 
es; or (3) pay the excessive por-

Social security 
birthday, tells 
hails 
of 62 
million now insured 


by ELLEN MCGUIRE 
You’ve been making weekly 
payments on social security for 
15 years, now, if you’re one of 
the charter members. 
A charter 
member is anyone who has been 
working in commerce or indus­ 
try since 1937. 
■Hie fifteenth anniversary date 
for social security was last week 
—a good time to stop and look 
at the growth of the world’s big­ 
gest insurance program that now 
provides a measure of basic se­ 
curity for three out of four peo­ 
ple who work. 
Although the program was in­ 
augurated January I, 1937 — a 
decade and a half ago — the 
first monthly benefits were not 
paid until 1940: in that year 41 
million dollars was paid to bene­ 
ficiaries. In 1951 — the fifteenth 
year of operation — 1,900 million 
dollars ($1.9 billion) went to re­ 
tired workers and their families, 
and to the survivors of insured 
workers who had died. 
At the 
close of the year. nearly 
four 
and 
one-half 
million 
persons 
were receiving monthly benefit 
payments under this Federal in­ 
surance system. 
THE GREATEST 
significance 
of the program as it stands to­ 
day, howevar, is not kn benefits 
now being paid but in the num ­ 
ber of workers now insured, and 
the benefits that will go to them 
and to their families in their old 
age. and to their dependents in 
case they should die. 
The total 
number of persons now insured 
is 62 million. 
Of these, 23 mill­ 


ion are already permanently in­ 
sured. W hether or not they ever 
work any more in employment 
or self-employment covered by 
the social security law, they and 
their dependents will be entitled 
to old-age and survivors’ insur­ 
ance payments. Thirty-nine mill­ 
ion other people are fully insur­ 
ed at this time, but 
must 
do 
more work covered by the law in 
order to maintain this personal 
and family insurance protection. 
One out of every four people 
aged 65 or over is now getting 
old-age benefit payments. 
One out of every three widows 
and fatherless children is 
now 
getting survivors’ benefit pay­ 
ments. 


Three out of every four bread­ 
winners are now employed 
or 
self-employed in work covered 
by 
the 
social 
security 
law. 
Through such work 
they 
are 
now building life insurance pro­ 
tection under social security for 
four out of every five mothers 
and children in the Nation. 
JUST HOW MUCH 
is 
this 
protection that you and nearly 
all other workers are building’’ 
Obviously, it will not match the 
earned income stopped by 
old 
age or by death. 
However, 
the 
social security law. as amended 
in 1950, brings benefit rates in

Alroot Your Health 
A cough Is only a symptom, not a disease. It if a signal 
that something is wrong in the body's respiratory tract, or 
breathing tube. If a cough persists too long, consult a physi­ 
cian, the Educational Committee of the Illinois State Medical 
Society warns in a Health Talk. 
An obstruction such as a food particle or other object in 
the respiratory passage will 
evoke a cough. It is nature’s 
reflex effort to clear the pas­ 
sage so that breathing w ill be 
unhampered. Such a cough it 
simple and transient. 
Irritation m the throat or low­ 
er passages, however, during a 
cold or other infection, such as 
whooping cough, the distress of 
asthma, excessive 
smoking 
or 
low humidity and resultant dry­ 
ness, continually, act in the same 
way. 
A cough, however, 
may 
also be produced by more serious 
conditions, such as tuberculosis 
or cancer. 
A cough therefore is 
not something to be ignored. 
Coughing is frequently asso­ 


ciated with a collection of dust, 
broken-down tissue or mucus or 
other secretions that may come 
from the cells that 
line 
the 
breathing passages. In the cough­ 
ing process, these secretions are 
expelled and removed, another 
important reason why the cough 
should be investigated and clear­ 
ed up. 
Persons exposed to an 
uncovered cough are likely to 
pick up the germ present in the 
material that is expelled. 
Thus 
any cough should be shielded. 
A PERSON suffering from 
a 
persistent cough is more suscep­ 
tible to fatigue. 
The constant 
hacking cuts down rest, affects 
the larynx or voice box, 
irri­ 
tates the tissue of the respira­ 
tory tract, leaving the body tired 
and too weak to reject disease- 
producing germs. 
Chronic bronchitis may be in­ 
dicated by a prolonged cough 
The condition, in the majority of 
cases, is often secondary to an 
infection elsewhere, such as in 
the noee. the throat or particu­ 
larly the sinuses. 
Mucus drain­ 
ing into the throat may cause 
irritation so strong that the vic­ 
tim may involuntarily cough re­ 
peatedly to bring up the m ater­ 
ial. 
When the mucus is expell­ 
ed the victim is more comfort­ 
able until the next bout comes 
through the same process. 
In some 
persons, 
persistent 
coughing will produce hoarse­ 
ness a symptom of inflammation 
of the larynx. Prolonged hoarse­ 
n s 
i.e.. lasting six weeks or 
more, is a serious symptom aug 
aestive of cancer and must not 
be disregarded. 
WHILE THERE 
many 
measures that can be followed 
to relieve the coughing victim, 
such as inhaling steam from w a­ 
ter to which a few drops 
of 
tincture of benzoin have been 
added, remember that they pro­ 
duce temporary relief only, w ith­ 
out removing the cause of the 


^ A n v persistent cough should be 
investigated. 
A physical exam­ 
ination by a competent physi­ 
cian will elicit the cause 
and 
give a basis for treatment. Ma­
